Unification 
Hearing Tue. 


Yorba Linda School District’s bid 
for possible unification will get its 
first airiig Tuesday, Dec. 7 at a 
meeting in La Habra. 

The meeting has been called by 
the County Committee for School 
District Reorganization. It is being 
held in La Habra because interests 
in the city have also indicated a 
desire to unify the school districts 
there. 

YLSD Superintendent Sterling 
Fox said that Trustee Gerald Rost 
will probably make a statement on 
behalf of the local district at the 
meeting. 

Both YLSD and La Habra students 
attend schools in the Fullerton 
Union High School _ District. 
Unification of either or both Yorba 
Linda and La Habra Schools would 
have a great impact on the FUHSD. 

The Yorba Linda District turned to 
a study of unification after lengthy 
attempts to create a merger of some 


sort with the Placentia Unified 
School District and the FUHSD 
failed. 

The Tuesday hearing will 


determine if a study should be made 
on the unification questions and if 
there is enough interest and support 
to proceed with such a study. 

The YLSD has asked the public to 
make its wishes known in respect to 
the local district's future. 


Water Main 


The Yorba Linda County Water 
District is investigating sites for a 
right-of-way for a new major water 
main to run from the Metropolitan 
Water District’s Diemer Filtration 
Plant on Valley View to the water 
district's reservoir on Fairmont 
boulevard. 


General manager Ralph Shook 
said the possibility of a new major 
water main is part of the district's 
master plan for reinforcing its 
present transmission facilities to all 
of the district’s reservoirs. 

“It’s currently in the preliminary 
study stage,’’ Shook said. ‘We 
don’t know the size of the pipe or the 
length of the route because we are 
looking at alternate routes’. 


CH Airport Backers 
Lose Major Support 


The battle over a proposed study 
which would include the Chino Hills 
as an airport site continues to rage 
but, according to Yorba Linda Mayor 
Henry Wedaa, a recent skirmish 
resulted in a ‘‘significant step 
backwards.”’ 

Wedaa was commenting on the 
action by the City of Orange where 
the City Council rescinded a 
resolution favoring the Inter-County 
Airport Authority (ICAA) fund 
request for the study. 

Further, Orange went along with 
a Wedaa suggestion that the city join 
in a regional study advocated by the 
Los Angeles Department of Airports 
that has the support of the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors. 

ICAA representatives from two of 


the sponsoring cities, Garden Grove 
and Stanton, were at the Orange 
council session. Their protestations 
went unheeded as they claimed that 
the ICAA study was regional in 
scope and would consider several 
potential airport sites. 

Wedaa argued this point, terming 


the ICAA plan ‘‘narrow’’ and 
insisted that an airport in Chino Hills 
would ‘‘create havoc over North 


Orange County cities.” 

In support of this view, the Yorba 
Linda mayor said that because of the 
flight patterns from Ontario Airport, 
planes departing from Chino Hills 
would have to turn left and fly over 
Orange and other cities. 

Wedaa said he was ‘‘very pleased 
that the Orange City Council was 


willing to listen to our arguments 
and withdraw its support of the 
ICAA and to give support to the Los 
Angeles regional study.” 

Additional talks will be held with 
other cities that have given support 
to ICAA in an attempt to get them to 
change their position, Wedaa 
revealed. 

The ICAA has been trying to get 
federal funds of several thousand 
do!lars to make its study under the 
Airport and Airways Development 
Act. 

Supporters, which include Chino 
and Santa Ana, have had previous 
attempts to move forward on Chino 
Hills thwarted. Presently, the group 
claims it is not associated with any 
former groups.

indicates the need for this kind of 
service.’’ Mr. Docter said that a 
majority of the calls concern cancer 
symptoms or treatment of breast, 
lung, and colon cancers. 

‘‘Many callers,’’ he said, ‘‘have 
been concerned with a lump or 
symptom they think might be cancer 
and many others want to know if 
they are at high risk of getting 
cancer, the side effects of 
chemotherapy (drugs) or radiation 
therapy, or some of the alternative 
treatments available. We cannot 
make recommendations, however, 
as only a person’s physician can do 
that.’ 

Other callers are seeking a second 
medical opinion, he said, while 
others want facts about laetrile and 
other unproven methods of cancer 
treatment. 

Mr. Docter explained that many 
callers require counseling and 
support. ‘‘Persons call,'’ he said, 
‘because they don't know how to 
cope with the many problems 
brought on by the disease striking a 
family member, relative or friend. 

‘‘They call with real problems and 
fears that you can feel on the 
telephone. The information assist- 
ants can provide support and 
understanding and perhaps direct 
callers to additional resources in the 
own community."’ 

Often people are so upset while 
seeing their doctor that they don’t 
ask the questions which are 
bothering them, or they get home 
and find they don't understand what
